HYPNOTISM 


Discussed by Dr. Lorin Hall 


Monday Afternoon. 


Had Made a Thorough Study of the 


Subject and His Lector* Wa* a 


Moat Excellent One. 


In spite of the frigidity of the 


•weather, a large [audience assembled 
yesterday afternoon at the First Pres- 
byterian church to listen to the* last 
stf the series of four lectures given 
ior the benefit of tiie reading room 
association. 


The speaker of the occasion was 


Dr. Lorin Hall, and his theme "Hyp- 
notism," one of inexhaustible inter- 
est. As handled by a physician thor- 
caglhy conversant with the topic 
practically as well as 
theoretically, 


ibis lecture proved to be one of the 
most able and most intresting of the 
series. 


The speaker began with a short 


historical sketch, showing the evolu- 
tion of hypnotism, as it is understood 
and practiced at the present time. 
He showed by illustrations of every 
day occurrences. what was meant by 
the law of suggestion, as formulated 
by Liehaubt, who, in a large sense, 
may be called the father of modern 
hypnotism. 
This 
necessitated 
a 


reference to the mind, wherein he 
explained what was meant by objec- 
tive and subjective consciousness, and 
the mutual relation of the subjective 
state and the hypnotic condition. 
After a brief statement as to the 
methods used to bring about the 
iy.pcotic state, the talk was brought 


, ao a close by referring to the uses of 
hypnotism by novelists, as in the 
"Diamond Necklace," by Dumae, and 
Du Maurler's "Trilby/' 
A' point 


which was brought to the [proof 
throughout the talk, which is not 
generally understood was, that the 
success of hypnotic experiments rests 
entirely with the subject operated 
apon, and 'not, as is generally sup- 
posed, by the so-called operator.

PLAN TO CLOSE ALL THE SALOONS. 


National Liqnor League Propoiei to F«y 


the Proprietors fiuffloleut Revenue to 
K«eo Tiieui Out of Business For Two 
Year?, Tluit Depriving the City of the 
Dow Ta* 
Akron, 0., Febl ;.—A representative 


of the National Liquor league waa In 
the city this week and local liquor 
men were very retlcient as to the ob- 
ject of his visit. 


Now that he has left, a strange story 


is told of the movement, which he is 
said to be at the head of. It is no 
more than the closing up of every 
saloon in the city for a period of two 
years. Members o£ the Akron Liquor 
league made this statement in all ser- 
iousness audjClalm that the project is 
entirely feasible. The manner of doing 
this is by the following method: 


"The National league, covering 3-1 


states, is strong enough to pay the 
proprietors of the local saloons revenue 
enough to keep them out of the bus- 
iness and will do so in order to give 
the people of Akron and of all other 
cities an object lesson on the sufferln-s 
which will be entailed on muncipalities 
by the closing of these places. 


"The Dow tax paid by the saloons 


amounts In Akron to a very large sum, 
the most of which goes to the police 
and poor funds, and the loss of this, 
the liquor dealers figure, will seriously 
embarrass the finances of the city. 
Akron has been selected as the city fci 
this object lesson because of the re- 
cent agitation here against the saloons 
conducted by the ministers of the city.'1

Experience of Prof/ Jack 


Cassell This Afternoon. 


HIS BALLOON BURSTED 


But He Cut Loose from the Wreck 


and Landed in Safety 


On Top of the B. & 0. S. W. Depot— 


Hi« Coolness Undoubtedly Saved 


His Life—Not Injured at All. 


Prof. "Jack" Casgell, the balloon 


man, had a thrilling experience this 
afternoon. 


He made an ascension from Market 


street, between Third and Fourth 
streets, about 3 o'clock. The balloon 
shot up into the air and had reached 
a heighth of seven or eight hundred 
feet when the balloon exploded, the 
report being heard by the crowd on 
the street. 


The SD;oke poured out of the bal- 


loon, which hung stationary a mo- 
ment and then shot downward. That 
moment's respite saved Prof. Gas- 
sell's life. 
Quickly be cut his para- 


chute lopse and quickly, left the bal- 
loon. The parachute opened all right 
and Cassell came shooting down in 
safety. He landed on top of the B. 
& O. S-W. depot. He was bruised a 
little, but did not seem to mind his 
narrow escape. His coolness in rising 
to the emergency undoubtedly saved 
his life. 


The ballcon fell near Market and 


Fourth streets. A big hole was torn 
in it by the explosion. 


Prof. Cassell said to the Times 


that the bursting of the balloon was 
caused by getting too much air^in it. 
He said he did not mind bis clcse call 
much. "You see we must get used 
to those things," he said. "We take 
big chances every time we go up." 


Prof. Cassell said that he did not 


see the break at first. He heard a 
report and could hear the crowd be- 
low yelling to him to cut loose, but 
could not see what was up. Then he 
saw the smoke issuing from the bal- 
loon. He thought it was on fire and 
cut loose in a hurry.
